Attorney General Palm er has

nounced th a t the food and fuel control 
act will be put into effect. 
This law 
provides not only for government con­ 
trol of fuel hut for government opera­ 
tion of the mines if necessary. 
Orders for troop 
movements 
to 
mining centers were expected today. 
President Wilson will have before 
him for his consideration a plan p ro­ 
viding for the re-establishm ent of the 
fuel adm inistration, at least in so fa r 
as 
the fixing of maximum prices of 
coal in concerned- 
The senate w as expected to act on a 
resolution 
introduced 
by 
Senator 
Thomas, of Colorado, giving the exe­ 
cutive branch of the government the 
support of the legislative branch in 
whatever program m ay be adopted 
and authorizing the use of 
m ilitary 
forces. 
President Wilson’s 
cabinet 
was 
aw aiting a call for a special ses­ 
sion to further consider means of pro­ 
tecting health and comfort of the peo­ 
ple. 
The “ illegality of this strike can and 
will be established without in any 
w ay im pairing the general righ t to 
strke,” declared Attorney General P a l­ 
mer. 
Powers of seizure of coal, formerly 
placed in the hands of the fuel ad­ 


m inistration, are likely to be given 
to the railroad adm inistration, it was 
learned today. 
It s understood th a t 
already plans have been laid for 
the 
distribution of coal in the most equit­ 
able way possible. 
The most effective hope the govern­ 
ment has of staying 
a fuel faminine 
is buried deep in the statem ent by Al- 
torney General Palm er wherein he de­ 
clared “ I ain hearing 
from 
many 
sources that large numbers, of 
the 
; miners themselves do not wish to 
quit work and will not do so if assured 
of the protection of the government 
! of which they probably feel them ­ 
selves a part. 
It ^ probably unneces­ 
sary for me to say th a t such protec­ 
tion will everywhere be given, so 
that men may exercise their undoubt­ 
ed right of continuing to work under 
such term s and conditions as they 
shall see fit ” 
This statem ent covers abe agreat 
hope of the cabinet officials th a t a m a ­ 
jority of the miners are not behind 
the strike movement and th a t they 
will yield to the appeal of the Presi- j 
dent to continue their work if afforded 
protection.

General Palm er and other cabinet of­ 
ficials are informed th at large num ­ 
bers of miners in some sections of

and will continue th en r labor if giv­ 
en protection.

mobilization today to save the coun­ 
try from the disastrous results of the 
strike, Mr. Lewis declared th a t it 
“ is only consistent w ith th e policy of 
the adm inistration to crush the U nit­ 
ed Mine W orkers and labor lf it can.” 
“ We will stand ready to negotiate 
with the operators w ithout 
reserva­ 
tion,” Mr. Lewis declared, “but the 
adm inistration had m ade it unneces­ 
sary for the operators to settle. 
“ I 
don’t think we m ay expect any over­ 
tu res from the conference of operators 
in Cleveland today. 
The president is 
standing by the mine owners and they 
naturally will stand by him.” 
“ While the governm ent is pitting its 
strength against the m iners,” added 
the miners’ executive, “ the public is 
being mulcted out of millions of dol­ 
lars in spot prices fo r coal.” 
The executive board of the 
mine 
workers, continuing in session today 
a fte r adjournm ent of th e conference of 
officials which fram ed the answer to 
President Wilson, is considering only 
routing business. 
The miners’ position is unchanged, 
he declared emphatically.

and I s h a k e hands the whole

shakes.” 
Theodore Roosevelt stood 
for time and noble Americanism. 
He 
forsaw that war was approaching and 
fortold the coming disaster. He placed 
his views before the people 
through 
the newspapers and 
magazines 
but 
they did not believe him. 
rf they had 
much of what happened might have 
been avoided. 
After the sinking 
of 
the Lusitania he asserted that the time 
for action had como^ 
Roosevelt was a man who believed 
iii the common people. 
In his 
presi­ 
d ent^ campaign he came out in the 
interest of the people. 
He became a 
candidate only after the governors of 
seven states wired him asking that 
Iv* run for President. 
H$ said, the 
campaign is of the people by the peo­ 
ple and for the people, 
a 
campaign 
for the principles dearest to American 
people. 
He had one 
sentence which 
he used; Publicity turn the light on. 
He was not afraid to faoe the interests 
He was not afraid to face the interests 
nor to defy them and give the people 
their rights 
In closing Dr. McChesney said, “Let 
us forget his faults; 
what 
good he 
had let 
up 
perpetuate:” 
His 
last 
thought was “Lee us be able to say, I 
have loved my country with

flinching love, put ont the lights and 
let rut A b in peace."
